Findings and determinations. The 
flndlnfw and determinations hereinafter 
Mi forth are supplementary and in addi« 
tion to the findings and determinations 
previously made in connection with the 
Issuance of the aforesaid order and each 
of the previously issued amendments 
thereto; and ail previous findings and 
determinations are hereby ratified and 
sAnned. except insofar as such findings 
sod determinations may be in conflict 
vilh the findings and determinations set 
forth herein. 

<a) Findings upon the betsis of the 
hearing record. Pursuant to the provi- 
*ions of the Agricultural Marketing 
Agreement Act of 1937, as amended (7 
U. 8. C. GOl et 8eq%), and the applicable 
rules of practice and procedure govern¬ 
ing the formulation of marketing agree¬ 
ments and orders (7 CFR Part 900), a 
public hearing was held at Chicago. UU- 
nots, on June 4, 6 and 7, 1956. upon pro¬ 
posed amendments to the tentative mar- 
wing agreement and to the order, as 
•mended, regulating the handling of 
milk in the Chicago. nUnols. marketing 
wea. Upon the basis of the evidence 
introduced at such hearing and the rec¬ 
ord thereof, it Is hereby found that: 
il) The said order, as amended, and 
hereby further amended, and all of 
the terms and conditions of said order, 
amended, and as hereby further 
•mended, will tend to effectuate the de- 
tiared policy of the act; 

(2) The parity prices of milk produced 
JOT sale in said marketing mrea as de- 
wnined pursuant to section 2 of the act 
not reasonable in view of the price 
of feeds, available supplies of feeds, and 
other economic conditions which affect 
market supply and demand for such milk, 
•nd the minimum prices specified In the 


order, as amended, and as hereby further 
amended, arc such prices as will reflect 
the aforesaid factors, insure a sufficient 
quantity of pure and wholesome milk, 
and be In the public Interest; and 

(3) The said order, as amended, and 
as hereby further amended, regulates the 
handling of milk in the same manner as. 
and is applicable only to persons in the 
respective classes of industrial and com¬ 
mercial ac^vlty si>ecified in. a marketing 
agreement upon which a hearing has 
been held. 

(b) Additional findings. It is hereby 
found and determined that good cause 
exists lor making effective not later than 
Septeniber 1. 1956. this order amending 
the order, as amended, regulating the 
handling of milk in the Chicago, Illinois, 
marketing area. Action by that date is 
necessary to reflect current marketing 
conditions. At the hearing, proposals 
wci*c made for revision of the require¬ 
ments for pool plant status, and it was 
requested that such revisions be effective 
this year beginning with the month of 
September. The order changes which 
will be effectuated by thU amendment 
are needed to assure an adequate supply 
of milk for the market for September 
1956 and other fall months. 

Producer groups also requested that 
the special 70-cent differential on Class I 
and Class II milk moved in bulk to places 
outside the surplus milk manufacturing 
area be eliminated beginning with Sep¬ 
tember 1956. This change will be ef¬ 
fected by this amendment. This is an 
additional reason why it Is necessary 
that the change in pool plant require¬ 
ments be made effective September 1, 
1956. so as to assure an adequate supply 
of milk for the market. 

The provisions of the said amendatory* 
order arc well known to handlers. The 
public hearing was held on June 4. 6 
and 7. 1956. A recommended decision in 
this matter was issued on July 20. 1956. 
A final decision in this matter was is¬ 
sued on August 13. 1950. Reasonable 
time, under the circumstances, has been 
afforded persons affected to prepare for 
its effective date. Therefore, it would bo 
Impracticable, unnecessary, and con¬ 
trary to the public interest to delay the 
(OontlnuM on next page) 
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30 days after its publication In the Fd* 
KRAL RecisTER (seo section 4 (o Admin* 
istrative Procedure Act, 6 U. S. C 1061 
cl seq.). 

(c) Determination, It Is hereby de¬ 
termined that handlers (excluding co¬ 
operative associations of producers who 
are not engaged in processing, distribut¬ 
ing or shipping the milk covered by i^ 
order amending the order, as amended, 
which is marketed within the Chica*o, 
Illinois, marketing area) of more 
50 percent of Uie milk which Is markets 
within the said marketing area, refuw 
or failed to sign the proposed marketiM 
agreement regulating the handling oi 
milk In the said marketing area, and it» 
hereby further determined that: 

(1) The refusal or failure of 
handlers to sign said proposed mark«- 
Ing agreement tends to prevent the (»• 
fectuation of Uie declared policy of tof 
act* 

(2) The issuance Of this order amen^

It Is there¬ 
fore onlrrcd, that on and after the ef¬ 
fective date hereof the handling of milk 
ID the Chicago, Illinois, markeUn« area 
shall be In conformity to and In compU- 
tnee with the terms and conditions of 
the aforesaid order, as amended, and as 
hereby further amended, and the afore¬ 
said order, as amended. Is hereby fur¬ 
ther amended as follows:

MISCELLANEOUS AMENDMENTS 

On June 2,1956, there was published in 
the Federal Register (21 F. R. 3801) a 
notice of proposed amendments of the 
Meat Inspection Regulations (9 CFR, 
Chapter I. Subchapter A. as amended). 
After due consideration of all relevant 
matters submitted In connection with 
the notice, and pursuant to the authority 
conferred by the Meat Inspection Act. as 
amended (21 U. S. C. 71-91) and Section 
306 of the Tariff Act of 1930 (19 U. S. C. 
1306) the aforesaid regulations are 
hereby amended as follows: 

1. Section 4.3 is amended by the addl* 
lion of a new paragraph (d>: 

(d) A certiffcate of exemption will be 
Issued only in one name at one location. 
A certificate will not be Issued IX any 
business is transacted at the location lo 
the name of anyone other than the ap¬ 
plicant for the certificate of exemption, 
for example, in the name of a parent 
company, subsidiary, or tenant of the 
applicant. 

2. Section 16.13 (b) is amended to 
read as follows: 

(b) Meat food products In casings, 
other than sausage, which possess the 


characteristics of or resemble sausage, 
shall bear on each link or piece the word 
'^imitation** prominently displayed: Pro- 
rfded. That such products in casings as 
coppa, capocollo. lachschinken. bacon, 
pork loins, pork shoulder butts, and 
similar cuts of meat which arc prepared 
without added substances other than 
curing materials or condiments, and 
meat rolls, bockwurst. and similar prod¬ 
ucts in casings which do not contain 
cereal or vegetables, and headcheese, 
souse, sulze, scrapple, blood pudding, and 
liver pudding in casings ne^ not be so 
marked; other products in casings such 
as loaves, chili con came, and meat and 
cheese products when prepared with 
sufficient cheese to give definite charac¬ 
teristics to the finished products, may 
bear on each link or piece the true name 
of the product in lieu of the word **imita- 
tion^: and imitation sausage packed In 
properly labeled containers having a ca¬ 
pacity of 1 pound or less and of a kind 
usually sold at retail intact, need not 
bear the word **lmiUitlon** on each link 
or piece if no other marking or labeling 
is applied to the product. 

3. Section 16.13 (c) is amended by de¬ 
leting the references to “dried skim milk** 
wherever they appear and substituting 
therefor references to “nonfat dry mllk.“ 

4. Section 16.13 ce). (f> and (g) is 
redesignated as 5 16.13 (f). (g) and (h), 
the reference in redesignated paragraph 
(g) to paragraph (e) is changed to refer 
to paragraph (X), and a new paragraph 
(e) is added to read: 

Ce> When approved antio'tidant type 
preservatives arc added to unsmoiced 
dry sausage in casings, the product shall 
be legibly and conspicuously marked in 
an approved manner to show the pres¬ 
ence and the percentage amount oX such 
ingredients. 

5. Redesignated 5 16.13 (X) Is amend¬ 
ed by changing the portion iherooX pre¬ 
ceding the proviso to read: “A clotli bag. 
artificial casing, or similar container oX 
sausage or other product of a size larger 
than that customarily sold at retail in¬ 
tact shall be printed with the mark of 
inspection and any other marks required 
under paragraplis (b) through (e), near 
each end of the product, so as to be 
clearly visible to the consumer:- 

6. Section 16.15 (a) is amended by 
changing the portion of the second sen¬ 
tence preceding the illustration of the 
domestic meat label to read: “The do¬ 
mestic meat label shall be 2% by 4 inches 
in size and shall be in form and sub¬ 
stance as illustrated below, except that 
the name and address of the establish¬
